HOW IT IS DONE. 


A Chapter on Decatur Street Pav- 


ing in 
189O. 


Six years ago the first brick-paving was 


done in Decatur, and since then this 
commendable public improvement has 
steadily extended until we have 10 miles 
of as good paved .streets as can be found 
in tho country--a fact that is at once ad- 
mitted by the delegations that have vis- 
ited us on tours of inspection. Inquiries 
frequently come to the KEITHLICAX, to 
the brick-makers and merchants, asking 
for a full explanation of the character of 
the brick, the mode of making them, and 
the manner in which they are laid in the 
street. 


These inquiries cannot be answered 


brielly. It is now known that brick for 
street paving is no longer an experiment. 
Scores of cities in the United States now 
use nothing else. 
I n some cities brick 


iiave been used for nearly twenty years' 
und the paving, with little repair, prom- 
ises to last as long again. L'ecatnr, III., 
was one of the nret cities to adopt, brick 
exclusively for street paving, and now 
jas about ten miles of paved streets,with 
many blocks under contract. The pur- 
pose is to push the work us fast as the 
inances will permit until the entire cily 
s paved. 
Decatur has gone through the 


axperimental process, trying brick of 
various makes, and her experience is a 
•aluable guide to cities contemplating 
laving with brick. Sand brick, machine 
>nek from np-dranght kilns, brick made 
rom shale and various kinds of clay were 
ised. The Decatur Tile Company was 
he pioneer m making paving brick from 
he common yellow joint clay, using the 
own-draft tile ovens or kilns. After 
inch expensive experimenting the com- 
lany yroduced a vitrified brick, aln.o'-t 
npurvioiis to water and equal to granite 
l wear. By the baking process the sur- 
ice is glazed and the inside is rendered 
'int-like to the center. The brick rings 
,ko metal, and brittleness, winch chnrac- 
erizes "hard burned brink'1 from ii|i- 
raugbt kilns, is avoided. The test in 
Vcatur demonstrated the vast superior- 
y of the Tile Company brick over all 
thers, and in 1SS!) all ordinances for 
aving specified "down draught" brick, 
'otiting else can now bo used. The first 
xperiiuontal block of Tilo Company 
rick was laid by John Grans, contractor, 
i South Water street, Uecatur, in May,

Not a dollar of repairs has been required,

Over this surface is spread fon 
inches of gravel, or sand and gravel, cure 
fully tamped. A course of hard brick i 
then laid flat, lengthwise with the street 
also tamped; on this course is spread ai 
inch and a half of screened sand, gaugei 
and properly smoothed off.
